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(With the cooperation of D.J. Lee of the University of Sydney) 


The accompanying keys include the one and species recorded 
from New Guinea and adjacent territory from the Solomon Islands to Timor, 
Ceram and the Moluccus, as well as most of the species that have been 
taken in the northern pert of Australia. An opportunity to examine type 
material in the collection of the School of Tropical Medicine of the 
University of Sydney, through the kindness of Mr. FH. Taylor, has made 
it possible to correct some of the specific names and definitions. 
Additional differontial characters have beon given for most of the 
species of which matcrial was available for examination. Many of the 
species, however, particularily from the Dutch portion of tho area are 
known only from the original, usually inadequatc, descriptions. Adult 
specimens, both malo and fomale, definitcly associated with their larval 
forms are very much needed for a large proportion of the specics in 
order to classify this fauna satisfectorily. Lee's "Atlas of the 
Mosquito Larvae of the Australasian Region" (1944) givos a list of 
most of the species of which the larvae are not known and indicates 
others for which adequate material or descriptions aro not available, 
The general distribution of the species as known at present is also 
given in this publication. Additions to those locality -ccords, as 
well as observations on brecding and foeding habits, will bo of value, 
A fumber of spocics inciuded in the keys cannot be assigned to des= 
eribed spccics wish some of these are undoubtedly new. It is hoped 
that theso can be described in the near futuro, 

Koys to the genora Triptcroides, Armigeres and Mansonia 
have not as yet beon completcd. It is oxpected that they will be 
added later. 

The abbreviations apn and ppn omployod in the koys refer to the 
anterior and the postcrior pronotal lobos; the terms squame and plume 
senles rofer respectively to the sepeannun and tho outstanding scales

GENUS _ORTHOPODONYIA 


The fourth segment of the fore and nid tarsi is unusually short, 
being little longer than broad, and shorter than segment 5; spiracular 
and postspiracular bristics absent; female claws simple; malo palpi 
as long as proboscis. ‘The specics of this genus have broad wing scales, 
large white spots on the wings, mottled logs, and white rings on pro= 
boscis and tarsi. 


One species has been recorded from Ceram, the only record of the 
genus for the Australasian region. ‘This species is described as having 
the last three segments of the hind tarsi entirely white, segnent 2 
dark except at tip; fore and nid tarsi with apical and basal segmental 
banding; abdominal segnents with narrow basal bands; mesonotum spotted. .

ADDITIONAL WOTES ON SPECIuS; 


Culex (7 Culex) pallidiceps (Theob,), a species originally des- 
cribed from Dutch New Guinea, was omitted from the key. It has unmarked 
proboscis, legs and abdomen and would run to brevipalpis, couplet 32 
in the Culex key, from which it differs in having the male palpi longer 
than the proboscis. Occiput with white narrow scales; integument of 


mesonotum with two dark lines in front and a Hark patch on each side 
behind. The description do:s not state whether scales occur on the 


pleura, or bristles on the lower mesepimeron. 
Aedes ‘(Finlaya).) pulcherrimus sensu Edwards, couplet 53 in the 


Aedes key, has been descrilved and named by Taylor as A. (Finlaya) mallochi, 
(Proc. Linn. Soc. N.S.W. 69, 121-122, 1944). 


Aedes (Finlaya) quiniquelineatus, couplet 48, has the white band 
on the proboscis on the ventral side only. 


Aedes (Mucidus) alternans, couplet 22, has the fifth segment of 
hind tarsi entirely pale. 
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
